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WHAT AUTHORS WRITE ABOUT 


A n yon e w ho follow s current literature, particularly 
fiction, cannot fail to have noticed how carefully present 
day authors are detouring m ost of the .subjects which are 
in the forefront of the Am erican people s collective mind, 
There has alw ays been a tendency for second-rate 
authors to stick to tried and proven material, the "sure­ 
fire stuff," W’hich means, of course, dealing with subjects 
just about one generation late. 
Nevertheless, the really great books, whether you 
think of the Bible, or D on Q uixote, or Rabelais, or Shakes­ 
peare, or any of the masters ol more recent times, deal 
primarily with topics and problems which were contem ­ 
porary with the writers. Even where the stories were his­ 
torical, they were, so to speak, "translatedd 
into the pres- 
ent. 
Aside from a certain restricted "ivory tower 
type 
of literature which is as perfect, and as remote from rou­ 
tine life, as a piece of jewelry, all writing worth calling 
excellent has dealt with today, not merely yesterday, Mil­ 
ton, for exam ple, had the genius to be a pure classicist; but 
Sw ift and Cervantes, Voltaire and Stowe, were reporters 
as well as writers— and crusaders, reformers and revolu­ 
tionists as well. 
Many reasons have conspired to discourage current 
writers from being too venturesom e, Publishing has e n ­ 
tered a mass-production stage, in winch the most import­ 
ant consideration seem s to be not to offend or annoy a n y ­ 
one w ho might otherwise buy’what is being offered. 
I his 
spirit of commercialism has also largely taken the heart 
out of the m ovies and radio. 
I he fact is that writing 
which does not annoy is almost as useless as a trumpet 
with a note so soft and low' it would waken no one. 
G ood writing is analytical, critical writing, and it has 
to be put together on a l>asis of letting the chips fall where 
they may. It is very little credit to the w r ite r s of this gen­ 
eration that, whereas occasionally a library revolts over 
the vulgarity of ideas and phraseology and throws I looks 
off the shelves for that reason, no individual or group 
rises up in rage and dem ands that the books Ik* burned to 
destroy the ideas in them. 
Consider the so-called 
advanced 
books of tin* past 
few years. A few of them prided them selves on the accu­ 
racy with which they recorded behind the barn language. 
There has been a recent rush of novels dealing with racial 
prejudices. But the first of these is hardly a firm founda­ 
tion for enduring greatness, and in the case of the* second, 
the social problems being discussed a r e not, after all, those 
•of the actual present but, once again, issues which were 
far more urgent twenty-five years ago than now . 
Run over in your m ind the topics which no writer 
touches— either because he himself is unwilling to dig into 
it, or because he feels the public is not ready for it, fir be­ 
cause publishers discourage him from these fields.

Yet novels in this 
field are telling the tales and talking the language of early 
prohibition— touching only in the most accidental fashion 
on the realities of the contemporary world. 
I he list could be continued indefinitely. 
W hat is the answer? Can it be that the Am erican 
people are so uneasy and disturbed over the actualities of 
their existence that they will not permit authors to hold 
up the mirror of literature for them to look them selves in 
the face?
